EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Hearst's Campaign in New York City 


T 


HE Hearst campaign has taught a whole- 


some lesson. It, more than any other sin- 


gle event in years, brings the need of city owner- 
ship to the fore. It further teaches the folly, un- 
til municipal ownership shall become a fact, of 
turning' over the great municipalities to the one 
party or the other, for, as at present organized. 


in nearly every instance both Democratic and 
Republican city machines are mere adjuncts of 
the great local corporations, fighting each other 
so long as the corporation monopolies are not in 
danger, but uniting to overcome the people when 
the people move independently to take possession 
of their own. 


Still More Embarassing 
A Striking Lesson 


T T was left to the Philadelphia Press to discov- 


"•• 
er a further embarrassing feature connect- 


ed with Miss Alice Roosevelt's oriental presents 
aside from the one of paying duty upon them. 


The Press points out that the various rulers 


who presented these gifts will expect to receive 
others in return. 


Not only that, hut in the case of the Sultan 


of Sulu and other Philippine chiefs, they will ex- 
pect presents in exchange as much more costly 
than those they gave as the position of the pres- 
ident of the United States is superior to that of 
a datto. 


It has not been decided yet how much duty 


Miss Roosevelt will have to pay upon the plun- 
der she accumulated in the far east, because the 
articles have not been officially valued, but she 
or her father, will be compelled to contribute to 
the customs of the United States sixty per cent 
of the value of the gifts, for that is the tariff rate 


The young lady has declared that the gifts 


are not worth one hundred thousand dollars. For 
the sake of the finances of the Roosevelt family 
it is to be hoped that they are not, as it would be 
no joke to have to pay sixty thousand dollars in 
duty and then be obliged to return to the don- 
crs of these gifts presents of still greater value, 
"which might easily bring up the total cost of 
Miss Roosevelt's outing to more than t\\<6 hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 


Miss Roosevelt is not the only person who has 


been embarrassed by receiving 
gifts 
which 


turned out very expensive luxuries, but few in- 
dividuals have been placed in quite such an un- 
fortunate position. 


One of the girls belonging to General' Sher- 


man's family some >ears ago was presented with 
a magnificent necklace as a wedding present bv 
the Khedive of Eg\pt, and the young lady did 
not possess the necessary funds to pay the duty 
upon it without severely crippling her family 
financially, so the present la> in the custom 
house for a long time. 


It was felt that it would hardly do to return 


the beautiful piece of jewelry, as under such con- 
ditions the Egyptian ruler would have felt in- 
jured, so at last congress came to the rescue and 
remitted the duty. 


It is possible that this, experience of Miss 


Roosevelt will call attention directly to the rid- 
iculous tariff that the American people arc im- 
posing upon themselves.

ITHOUT doubt the world learned a great 


deal during the late war in the orient 


about modern methods of killing, but it would 
appear that a far more important lesson was im- 
parted for the medical men were taught how to 
save a large portion of the great sacrifice of hu- 
man life that previous wars have demanded. 


Maj. 
Louis L. Seaman, M. D., of the United 


States army, in ^the current number of the Re- 
view of Reviews, pays this high tribute to the 
Japanese: 


"Without minimizing for a moment the splen- 


dor of Japanese victories on land and sea, at 
Mukden, Port Arthur, Liao Yang, or with Togo 
off Tsushima, in the Korean straits (and two of 
these battles are among the bloodiest in history') 
I yet unhesitatingly assert that Japan's greatest 
conquests have been in the humanities of war. 
in the stopping of needless sacrifice of life by 
preventable diseases." 


Maj. 
Seaman quotes some startling figures 


.showing what in the past has been the proportion 
of deaths In casualties as compared by disease 
in modern conflicts. 


He says the records of the past two hundred 


years show that "there has rarely been a con- 
flict of any great duration in which at least four 
men have not perished from disease for every one 
from bullets." 


•Then the major says.that in the Russo-Turk- 


isli war 80,000 men died from sickness to 20,000 
from wounds, and in the- Spanish-American war 


oST • 1898 the deaths from casualties were two 
hundred and ninety three while those from dis- 
ea^e amounted to three thousand six hundred and 
eighty-one, or nearly fourteen to one. 


On the Japanese side in the late^var .forty- 


three thousand eight hundred and ninety-two 
men' were killed on the field, or 7.32 per cent of 
the entire army ; one hundred forty-five thousand 
five hundred and twenty-seven were wounded, 
or 24.27 per cent; there died from the effects of 
wounds nine thousand and fifty-four, or 1.51 per 
cent; there died from disease eleven thousand 
nine hundred and nineu-iwo, or only two per 
cent of the army. 


Maj. 
Seaman sa>s: "This record is unparal- 


leled and unapproachable in the history of war- 
fare." 


It is not claimed that the Japanese surgeons 


are any more skilled than those of other coun- 
tries, but their position in the army is more au- 
thoritative. 


In the mikado's army the word of the medi- 


cal corps lias to be obeyed when it comes to san- 
itation and other matters vitally affecting the 
health of the men. while in most armies the doc- 
tors only make recommendations to the com- 
manders'which are followed or not, according 
to the whim of these officers. 


That and the fact that the Japanese had a 


perfectly organized hospital service are held re- 
sponsible for the wonderfully small death rate 
from sickness. 


An effort will be made when congress meets 


to place the United States army medical corps 
upon a better basis, and give it the authority 
which it should possess in order to properly 
guard the health of soldiers in the field. 


The Japanese have taught such a striking les- 


son in preventing diseases in the army that it 
stands other nations in hand to take advantage of 
the example set. 


Count Witte and the Press 


T T is a pretty good guess that Count Witte 


learned one very important thing while in this 


country attending the Portmouth conference, and 
that is the power of a free press. 


It is noticed that immediately upon assuming 


control of affairs in Russia, his first act was to 
take the nuzzle off the newspapers. 


The result of this action is already evident, 


for the dispatches say that the press is giving him 
loyal support in his efforts to bring order out of 
chaos in the Russian empire. 


In taking the newspapers into his confidence 


he has shown the people that he intends to fol- 
low the open rather than the devious course, and
